4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102 (b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Arnett. 

5. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as being 
unpatentable over Arnett in view of Robson. 

At the time the invention was made, Arnett disclosed or 
described a fuel control system as claimed with the 
difference that the subject matter of the relief valves was 
not set forth. However, at that time, Robson taught such 
valves 12a and the advantages thereof, column 7, lines 2—11. 
From such teachings, it would have been obvious to a person 
having ordinary skill in this art that Arnett may be 
provided with relief valves for the purpose of securing the 
advantages of Robson. Accordingly, the claimed subject 
matter as a whole is rejected as obvious. 

6. Claims 2-3 and 5—6 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Claims 7—9 stand withdrawn from further consideration 
by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a non- 
elected invention. Election was made without traverse in 
Paper No. 8.
